1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
1 . (Currently amended) A radiation stress, non-invasive vital sign monitoring 
method comprising: 

providing one or more discretized sensor arrays, 

engaging the one or more discretized sensor arrays, 

measuring and collecting discretized acoustic or electromechanical or 
physiological signals with the discretized sensor arrays, 

transmitting discretized signals to a receiving and computer device, 

the receiving and computer device 

produces produc i ng time series data from various discretized sensor array 
signals, 

calculates ca l cu l at i ng energy spectrum from the time series data, 
determines d e t e rm i n i ng variance of each discretized sensor array, and 
calculates ca l cu l at i ng a value for vital signs of a patient. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Applicant and Examiner agreed on the amendment above to satisfy the machine- 
or-transformation test stated in the "Interim Examination Instructions for Evaluating 
Subject Matter Eligibilty Under 35 U.S.C. 101", August 2009. The amended claim 
above requires that the method be implemented by a particular machine, i.e. "one ore 
more discretized sensor arrays" and "a receiving and computer device". In addition, the 
use of the particular machine imposes a meaningful limit on the claims scope and does 
not involve more than insignificant extra-solution activity, since the critical process steps 
are performed by a computer. Thus, the amended process claim is statutory under 35 
USC 101. 

3. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-13 : Claim 1 and its dependent claims 2-13 are allowable for the 
reasons stated by the Applicant's Remarks, p. 2, filed 18 May 2009. 

Claims 14-26 : Claim 14 and its dependent claims 15-26 were previously indicated 
as allowed for the reason provided in the Office Action, p. 3, mailed 18 June 2009.
